General Nelson A, Miles. May 3,lS«t3. 


was in command of skirmishers as 
Colonel of the Sixty-first Xcw York 
Volunteers. They were, holding.' a line 
of abattis against a horde of the ene- 
my. Miles is a big man and makes a 
fair mark. Yet to encourage his men 
he kept jumping on an eminence and 
exposing himself, inspiring his follow- 
ers by his voice. He fell, linally, badly 
wounded. He wears a medal of honor. 


Brigadier-General Guy V. Henry, 


whom -tue soldiers lo»e, led his brigade 
in ar. awful charge at Cold Harbor 
One horse went down under him. He 
mounted another and led on. The ene- 
my's breastworks were reached and 
General Henry spurred his horse at 
the obstruction and with its rid»r fell 
in the enemey's lines. The place was 
carrie-1 Henry was promoted and vot- 
ed a medal. 


General Lloyd Wheaton's act at Fort 


Btokely, Alabama. April 9. 1803, was 
officially called "distinguished gallan- 
try." He was leading the right wing 
of his regiment across the open to- 
ward the fort in the face of a terrific 
fire of musketry and artillery. Iteaeh- 
ing the place, he sprang through an 
ambrasure fruai which bullets were 
raining. He was the first man to enter 
th» fort. He wears his medal of honor 
modestly. 


General Arthur MacArthur received 


a medal of honor when he was a subal- 
tern in a Wisconsin regiment. The 
troops were charging up the bullet- 
swept slope of Missionary Ridge. The 
color bearers were being picked off 
ane after another. At a critical mom- 
ent the flag fell from the hands of a 
wounded sergeant. MacArthur grasp- 
ed tha staff and in a few moments 
planted it with his own bauds on the 
crest of the ridge in the face of the 
retreating enemy. 


General Henry C. Merriam, nt Fort 


Blakely, Alabama, was Colonel of col- 
ored troops. With his men he was im- 
patiently waiting for the order to 
charge. Finally he asked -permission 
to charge ahead of orders, and was 
told to go "if he wanted to bad en- 
ough." He led bis negtoes on one of 
the most heroic charges ever made. 
He was promoted and was given one 
3f the medals which every army officer 
uovets a chance to win. 


General O. O. Howard's fighting days 


ire over, but be was at the front never- 
theless, leading religious services for 
the soldiers. He wears a medal and 
carries an empty sleeve. He led a 
charge June 1. 18(52, across the whole 
face of the enemy's line. -L bullet 
struck his arm above the elbow. He 
led on. The charge was successful. 
A.t its; end Howard walked to the hos- 
pital and had his arm cut off. 


Gen. John R. Brooke, who. under 


Miles was at Porto Rico, never receiv- 
ed a medal of honor. There are com- 
Daratively few officers who have. Gen- 
eral Brooke, however, was three times 
advanced in rank for gallant conduct 
ind specific acts of personal courage. 
tie won an eagle at Gettysburg, a star 
it Spottsj'lvauia and twin stars at Cold 
Harbor. 


General Wesley Men-it, now of the 


Peace Board, has no medal, but he re- 
?eived more brevets for gallantry than 
any other officer in the American 
Army. They run from Captain to Ma- 
jor-General, and were received for spe- 
c-mi acts of gallantry at Gettysburg 
ind at the different battles which took 
place up to the time of the fall ol 
Richmond.

Jjud and bnak v;> their arms and 
SH3tJ Ttit' soldiers up to the fort. 


General orders bad been issued for- 


bidding anyone except this small ffuaH 
TO enter the town, as there wa^ihuught 
to be a -.rrejit amount of fever, and al- 
so because it was still occupied by the 
defeated Spanish under aruis.As we 
went duwu the tiaii across the river 
we met a procesiluu such as 1 never 
expect to see again. Hysterical wom- 
en. paralyzed with the fright of ihe 
whole long day; children of all sizes 
sK-«vainii3}j with terror and clutching 
their mothers* skirts for protection 
from meu who had kiUed the:.- fathers 
or brothers, as far as they knew with- 
out cause. Some little ones, witn eyes 
wide open in mute wonderment of it 
all; men of all classes; soldiers who 
walked iudefiuately with no excuse, 
while others declared they were forced 
into the Spanish ranks. 


One poor frightened woman of about 


fifty years was carrying another, evi- 
dently her mother— a woman who must 
have been eighty or more. She was 
in her nightclotb.es. having just Leen 
taken helpless from her bed. The 
younger woman was carrying, or real- 
ly dragging her, by holding her on her 
back, having tho arms over her shoul- 
ders. The older woman was much tall- 
er and her bare feet dragged upon the 
jagged rocks in the path while she 
moaned and cried incoherently. These 
people were not of the poorest class, 
but evidently well to do. I stopped a 
couple of Spanish soldiers and had the 
women carried to their houses, and 
assurred them that no harm would 
come to them. 


One young woman rushed frantically 


up to me, as I came into the town, and 
thrust a jewel box into my hands, and- 
as she did so she lifted the lid aud 
showed me that the contents was 
really valuable, begging all the while 
that I spare her life. When I closed 
ffie box and handed it back to her, 
saying that I did not want it, she look- 
ed at me in an inquiring way to see if 
she could make it out. She did not 
understand that sort of soldiering, and 
she fully expected to purchase her 
safety. It all would have been im- 
mensely funny had it not been so ex- 
tremely pitiful. One woman came up 
very mysteriously, and after looking 
about her most carefully, produced a 
murderous looking sheath knife from 
under the folds of her skirts, telling 
me that it belonged to a Spanish sol- 
dier who had concealed himself in her 
house, to which she led us. 


I started up a sid° street, over sonic 


trenches filled with Spanish dead, 
when a beautiful woman came rush- 
ins down moanins, aud now aud then 
muttering a frenzied prayer as she 
clasped a little crucifix. Her long 
black hair was falling loosely about 
her shoulders and she presented a piti- 
ful pictur" of despair. I tried to com- 
fort her thinking that like the rest, 
she was merely hysterical, but little 
by little I made out her story, and 
it was sad indeed. Her husband, a 
Spanish soldier, had been killed While 
defending her honor from a drunken 
officer, au-1 she begged me to go with 
her, and so I followed. I found a 
pretty rconi, but in great disorder, 
showing a terrible struggle, the table 
overturned and the clothes pulled off 
the Bed; on the lloor. clutching a corner 
of a blanket, was the dead body of a 
Spanish soldier, who from the dirt and 
grime, hud been in the trenches dur- 
ing tlm day. At his head was a single, 
candle burning, placed there by his 
devoted wife, and on his breast lay a 
crucifix. The moment we entered the 
room the woman dropped at the side of 
the body, moaniut: and praying. It 
was pitiful.— James F. J. Archibald 
in Leslie's Weekly.

most brilliant military men of his tiiae. 
The youngest brother was cui oC in his 
youth, but nothing in the lives of the 
othe-s is so strange as the story of 
his death. 


In 1832 there was war in Spain re- 


garding the succession to the throne. 
and young O'Dounell declared himself 
for Isabella, who was soon proclaimed 
Queen; but before that time O'Donnell 
fell a prisoner to Gen. Zumalacarrequy. 
a leader of the Carlist forces. 
The 


young Irishman looked upon this as 
almost a piece of good luck, for the 
Carhsi leader was an old schoolmate. 
The two friends f-elebrated this meet- 
ing after a separatiou f.i years as a 
festive occasion, and as they ate sup- 
per together and drank toasts to oi<3 
times Zumalacarrequy saifl: 


"Your captivity will he brief, my 


friend. 
I am just about to send off a 


flag of truce to your General to nego- 
tiate an exchange of prisoners, so that 
you may expect to be free to-morrow." 


The flag of truce was sent, but the 


result was terribly unexpected. 
The 


General of the. Christanos (that was 
the name given to Isabella's party) an- 
swered the Carlist envoy by saying: 


"I will show you how I treat rebels," 


and forthwith he had all his Carlist 
prisoners brought out and shot down 
before the eyes of the Christanos, and 
the officer had no better news than the 
story of their death to take back to 
his chief. 
The next morning Zumala- 


carrequy came into his tent where his 
prisoner was breakfasting. 
He sat 


down in silence. 


"What is the matter?" asked O'Don- 


nell. 
"Have you slept badly, or was 


your chocolate burnt?" 


"I am rmnensely disturbed," was the 


answer, and he t&ld hov,- the Carlist 
prisoners had been shot, and added: 
"I must make reprisals. 
My friend, 


in one hour's time you must be shot, 
no matter how I feel about it." 


O'Donnell set down his cup 


finishing his chocolate and said: 


"Yes, that is a matter of course; you 


must not distress yourself about it; I 
would act in the same way myself. 
Now give me a couple of cigarettes ana 
writing material, for I must write a 
letter, which I will trouble you to take 
:are of after my execution." 


As he was finishing the letter the 


guard came to take out the prisoners. 
D'Donnell got up at once, shook hands 
ivith the man who was both his friend 
ind his enemy, lit another cigarette 
ind walked out: to be shot.

the palace roof, at noon yesterday, sig- i 
° 


nalized the passing of the sovereignty 
of Cuba from Spain to the United States. 
Salutes were fired from the heavy guns 
of the forts and the \sarships in the 
harbor, before and after the change of 
Hags, and the raising of the Stars and 
Stripes was greeted with cheers by the 
people \vho covered the roofs of the 
buildings around the palace and the 
plaza. 


No crowd was permitted to gather in 


the streets in the vicinity of the palace 
to witness the epoch-making function. 
At 9 o'clock a guard composed of the 
Second batallion of the Tenth infantry 
inarched into the Plaza de Armas and 
formed around the square. 
Captain 


General Castellanos watched them with 
interest from the balcony of his apart- 
ments as they entered the square and 
were stationed at all the streets ap- 
proaching the Plaza. Xo one was al- 
lowed to enter without a pass, and all 
the doors of the palace facing the square 
•uere ordered closed- Only those who 
could get on the roofs and balconies of 
houses in the neighborhood saw what 
was going on before the palace 
With 


the guard was the band of the Second 
Illinois regiment, which had been se- 
lected for the occasion as the best band 
in the Seventh army corps. TTith the 
band were the buglers of the Eighth and 
Tenth infantry. 


The weather was warm, ther,un burst- 


ing at intervals through the li.srht clouds, 
and the soldiers in blue who were forced 
to stand in the sun found the-heat op- 
presalve. The troops were formed in ex- 
tended order around the square, three 
paces apart, and the band was massed in 
front of the palace entrance across the 
street at tho edge of the park. 


Major General John II. Brooke, gov- 


ernor of Cuba, and Major General Lud- 
low, governor of the city of Havana, ac- 
companied by their staffs, arrived at 
11:30, General Brooke and chief of staff 
in the first carriage. In each of the other 
carriages rode a Cuban general with 
American officers. 
As the carriages 


drove up tlie Second company of the 
Thirty-eighth infantry presented arms, 
and the American band started up with 
"The Stars and Stripes Forever." 


At 11:45 Major General Lep. military 


governor of the province of lla\ana, 
with his staff, joined General Brooke. 
The latter then crossed the street to the 
palace, General Lee on one side of him 
and General Chaffee on the other, fol- 
lowed by the other American generals 
and the Cuban officers. 


A nourish' of trumpets greeted the pro- 


cession and the Spanish troops presented 
arms us the Americans entetvd 
the 


1 alac-e. The Cubans remained outside 
until escorted in by members of General 
Brooke's staff, the Spanish soldiery re- 
maining all the while at "present arms." 
As soon as all were \\ithin the Spanish 
troops formed in a column of fours and 
marched around the right side of the 
plaza to the docks, while the band of the 
Se( ond Illinois volunteers played the 
Spanish royal march. 


On entering 'he -palace tho American 


generals went to the salon facing the 
pl.iza, which is on the second lloor. 
Here wore gathered the membeia of the 
captnin t;oiieralV staff. 
Colonel Gelpi. 


Lieutenant Colonels Hellotl. Girautsand 
Bcnitas. Major 1'riego, Captain ttetino 
itnd Captains Adolfo and liumon Cas- 
tellano.s s(.as of tho captain general.

There are 
no developments of science in regard to 
the nature and characteristics of bovine 
tuberculosis that warrant the destruc- 
tion of such animals."

commissioners declare that from

the state." 
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Profitable Age. 


Many dairymen and others who milk 


co\vs for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of seven or eight her 
useful days are over, and that 
she 


should be replaced by one younger, 
But, 
other things being equal, this is a 


mistake. A cow that has been well 
cared for, with generous rations and 
proper attention given to her comfort, 
through all seasons of the year, is bet- 
ter and will make a more profitable re- 
turn at eight years old than 
at an 


earlier age; hi other words, she is in 
her prime, and slie will continue in 
this condition several years, and will 
not be- considered an old 
cow 
until 


fourteen or fifteen years have passed. 
Cows with first cal-. es—at two or three 
years—are generally unpi ofitable in 
their milk yield, and one really good 
cow between seven and cighc ypars old 
will pay a better revenue than two that 
are performing their first year's du- 
ties in the dairy herd, and she will 
probably consume but little more food 
than orfe of the younger ones. 
This 


fact is worthy the consideration of 
those who are dairying for profit. 


Care of Milk at Fartorlo-i. 


If the cows have been kept in a 


clean, well-lighted stable, and not fed 
tainted food or given impure water, 
the milk will be in good condition for 
the manufacturer of choesc and butter. 
The main points in caring for it are 
to strain immediately through a fine 
wire or cloth strainer. 
Remove as 


soon as possible to where the air is 
pure, and aerate properly by means of 
an 
aerator. 
Keep the night's and 


morning's milk, separated as long as 
po.ssib'Je'.' 


Do not V6ol milk for.-^Iicpsc making, 


unless when holding Saturday night's 
aurt Sunday morning's rnilk until Mon- 
day. 
In \ery hot. clo.se weather, the 


milk should lie cooled, oven for cheese. 
Cool milk for the creamery to UO de- 
grees or below after it is aerated. Pro- 
tect the milk from rain and sunshine, 
but place it where there is a free cir- 
culation of air. Wash the cans and 
pails, then subjecMo steam or scalding 
water. Do not return whey or sour 
milk in the milk cans.
